Man threatens county judge with lawsuit

A Casey County man wants 
fiscal court to pay for a piece 
of farm equipment that he 
says was damaged due to the 
county’s lack of maintenance 
of a gravel road. 

Elhanan Pennington ap¬ 
peared before magistrates on 
Nov. 5 and made his case, and 
then presented an option as to 


how to settle it. 

On Oct. 9, Pennington said 
that he was pulling a hay bine 
with a Massey-Ferguson 596 
tractor from the end of Long 
Branch Road, which begins 
off Patsy Riffe, off North U.S. 
127. 

According to Pennington, 
about one-quarter mile down 
the road, the hay bine hit a 
hole on one side of a 16-foot 
long tile, popped open and 


was severely damaged. 

“Where I went off the cul¬ 
vert, there’s about an 18-inch 
hole filled with white rock. 
When I hit it, the white rock 
gave away and I dropped 
down and I went into the cul¬ 
vert. And, had I not been driv¬ 
ing a 90-horsepower tractor, 
I would have probably been 
flipped over in the holler with 
it,” Pennington told magis¬ 
trates. 


Pennington said that he 
pulled his hay bine out but 
hit a second hole — about 18 
inches wide — on the other 
side of the tile, doing about 
$10,700 worth of damages 
to the haybine, according to 
a repair estimate from Liberty 
Motors. 

“And you informed me you 
felt it was my fault and that it 
was a misjudgment in driv¬ 
ing. There was no misjudg¬ 


ment in driving,” Pennington 
said, addressing his remarks 
to County Judge/Executive 
Ronald Wright. 

Fight challenge 

“If you’re looking for a 
fight, you call me a liar and 
you’ll sure get one. We can 
have a legal one or by George, 
we can take it out behind the

Lawsuit claims gossip 
slanders local man 

McDonald's owner and employee 
named as defendants

A Liberty man has filed a 
lawsuit in Casey County Cir¬ 
cuit Court claiming that a Mc¬ 
Donald’s employee told cus¬ 
tomers and other employees 
that he was a child molester. 

Matt Davis, 40, represented 
by Jamestown attorney Mat¬ 
thew DeHart, filed the suit the 
end of July against McDon¬ 
ald’s Corporation, Mark Prat¬ 
er, owner of Liberty’s McDon¬ 
ald’s, and Michelle Harrison, 
an employee at McDonald’s in 
Liberty. 

“The basis of the claim is an 
employee disseminating slan¬ 
derous information, it’s uncon¬ 
scionable,” DeHart said. 

The complaint states that on 
or about March 10,2012, Har¬ 
rison said to employees and 
customers that “Matt Davis is 
a child molester.” That same 
day, court records state, Har¬ 
rison approached another Mc¬ 


Donald’s customer and again 
identified Davis, saying “he is 
a pedophile.” 

The complaint also accuses 
the McDonald’s Corp. and 
owner Mark Prater of Law- 
renceburg of failing to provide 
any training to its managers or 
employee concerning making 
allegations against customers, 
or try to verify the statements. 

Davis, a native of Casey 
County, denies the allegations 
and said that he’s never been 
arrested or interviewed by law 
enforcement officials about 
any pedophilia accusations. 

“I know of no incident re¬ 
garding Mr. Davis,” DeHart 
said. 

Davis is not listed as a reg¬ 
istered sex offender on the 
Kentucky State Police Sex Of¬ 
fender Registry Web site. 

Davis said that since his 
divorce in 2010, he’s gone to 
McDonald’s to have some-

Make commitment to quit smoking this year

Lung cancer is a danger¬ 
ous disease and the most 
common cause of cancer 
deaths in both men and 
women. Men who smoke 
are 23 times more likely to 
get lung cancer, and women 
are 13 times more likely. Yet 
the consequences of smok¬ 
ing extend far beyond lung 
cancer statistics - the deadly 
habit is linked to 10 different 
cancers and increases your 
chance of heart attack and 
stroke. 

If you smoke, consider 
quitting, at least for a day. 
This year’s Great Ameri¬ 
can Smokeout is November 
15, and is a chance for you 
to put away your cigarettes 
to strive for a healthier life¬ 
style for yourself and those 
around you. 

Quitting smoking is a 


difficult feat, and requires 
a well-considered commit¬ 
ment from you. You should 
think about why you want 
to quit and decide if you are 
ready for a serious attempt 
at quitting, and then you 
should plan your quit day. A 
quit day should be within the 
next month, so that you don’t 
have enough time to change 
your mind but do have long 
enough to prepare. Your 
preparation might consist of 
reducing the number of ciga¬ 
rettes you smoke for one or 
two weeks before your quit 
day, quitting smoking while 
you drink coffee or smoking 
only at certain times of the 
day, or you might choose to 
quit cold turkey on your quit 
day. 

On your quit day, don’t 
smoke even a puff of a ciga¬ 
rette. Keep active to distract 
yourself, and drink plenty of 


water and juices. Begin us¬ 
ing a nicotine replacement if 
you choose to do so. Avoid 
situations where the urge to 
smoke is strong, and avoid 
people who are smoking. 
Reduce alcohol intake, and 
think about how you can 
change your routine to break 
the association of certain 
daily events with smoking. 

Withdrawal comes in two 
parts - physical and mental. 
Physical symptoms are an¬ 
noying, but can be reduced 
with nicotine replacement 
medicines. Mental symp¬ 
toms are much more chal¬ 
lenging to overcome, and 
can only be ended by break¬ 
ing the link of smoking from 
daily activities. Avoid ratio¬ 
nalizations by recognizing 
them as they come up. These 
can include thoughts such 
as, 6 T’ll just have one to get 
through this rough day” and 


“I’ll quit tomorrow.” If you 
feel you are about to light up, 
tell yourself you must wait at 
least 10 minutes - this trick 
will often help you move be¬ 
yond the urge to smoke. 

Quitting smoking is a 
huge step towards a healthier 
future. Recognize that what 
you’re doing is hard, and 
reward yourself by putting 
the money you would have 
spent on tobacco in a jar and 
buying yourself a weekly 
treat with it. If you slip up, 
recognize what went wrong 
and renew your commitment 
to staying away from smok¬ 
ing for good.

Local input requested fora USDA NRCS Farmbill Program 


The USDA Natural Re¬ 
sources Conservation Ser¬ 
vice (NRCS) is asking for 
local input for the fiscal year 
2013 program. 

NRCS administers the 
Environmental Quality In¬ 
centives Program (EQIP), 
a federal program that pro¬ 
vides technical and finan¬ 
cial assistance to land users 
to address natural resource 
concerns. 

For fiscal year 2013, EQIP 
will be administered in Ken¬ 
tucky using four ranking 
areas across the state. The 
ranking areas consist of mul¬ 


tiple counties that have been 
determined to have similar 
farming operations and re¬ 
source concerns. Applicants 
within each ranking area 
compete only with others in 
that ranking area. NRCS has 
asked for local input from 
each of these areas. 

A Local Working Group 
meeting is scheduled for 
Dec. 4 at the Lincoln County 
Extension Office, located at 
104 Metker Trail in Stan¬ 
ford. 

Recommendations from 
this group will be provided 
to NRCS to be used in de¬ 


veloping the criteria used to 
award EQIP contracts dur¬ 
ing fiscal year 2013. 

The Local Working Group 
was established by the 2002 
Farm Bill as a group to pro¬ 
vide recommendations to 
NRCS on local natural re¬ 
source priorities and criteria 
for conservation activities 
and programs. Originally, 
this group was limited to 
governmental representa¬ 
tives, however, the Food, 
Conservation, and Energy 
Act of 2008 (2008 Farm 
Bill) has now made Local 
Working Group meetings 


public meetings and all in¬ 
terested persons are invited 
to attend.

Any 
eligible producer who suf¬ 
fered losses during the 2011 
crop year because of a natu¬ 
ral disaster should contact the 
FSA office in order to signup 
for benefits. To be eligible 
for the SURE program the 
farm must have had at least 
a 50 percent loss on a crop 
of economic significance and 
a policy or plan of insurance 


on all economically sig¬ 
nificant crops. (Exception: 
Socially disadvantaged, be¬ 
ginning farmers, and limited 
resource farmers may be ex¬ 
empt from this requirement) 

As a reminder, Dec. 15 is 
the deadline to file a crop re¬ 
port for small grains such as 
wheat, oats, and ryegrass.

Pollsters divine election results 

BOYLE COUNTY (Danville) — It was 

a couple of hours before the polls closed on 
Oct. 6, but some of the results in the area’s 
most intriguing races were already known 
to a class of Centre College students and 
their professor. 

For the second time in as many years, a 
class of Centre government professor Ben¬ 
jamin Knoll’s students were fanned out 
across the area conducting exit survey’s at 
Boyle County precincts. 

The numbers they got from the first 500 
or so of a total 1,461 voters (about 1,300 
from Danville), predicted the finish of both 
the 54th District State Representative race 
and the outcome of the Danville City Com¬ 
mission race, including their order based 
on vote total. At about 4:30 p.m. Knoll 
posted the results on his blog, “Information 
Knoll” - Mike Harmon with 51.7 percent 
to Barry Harmon’s 48.3 percent. Actual 
results: Mike Harmon, 51.5 percent; Barry 
Harmon, 48.4. 

State tax revenue up 
for October 

FRANKLIN COUNTY (Frankfort) — 

October’s General Fund tax receipts rose 
3.7 percent compared to last year. And state 
Budget Director Mary Lassiter said Road 
Fund receipts for October rose 19 percent 
from year ago figures. Both figures put tax 
receipts in-line for meeting projections 
used in the budgeting process, Lassiter said 
in a news release from her office. Receipts 
have increased 2.5 percent for the first four 
months of the fiscal year and need to grow 
2.4 percent over the last eight months of fis¬ 
cal year 2013 to achieve the state’s official 
revenue estimate of $9.3 billion. Lassiter 
did say there have been documented weak¬ 
nesses in the coal industry as well as sales 
tax collections have been lackluster through 
the first four months of fiscal year 2013 
with a decline of 1.4 percent. Cigarette tax 
receipts grew 5.4 percent in October but are 
down 5.7 percent for the first four months. 
And coal severance tax receipts fell 41 per¬ 
cent and are down nearly 25 percent year to 
date, she said. 

Five students receive minor 
injuries in school bus wreck 

JEFFERSON COUNTY (Louisville) 

— Five students going to Valley Traditional 
High School received minor injuries Mon¬ 
day morning when their bus was rear-ended 
by a pickup truck, according to WAVE-TV. 

A Jefferson County public schools 
spokesman said the five were taken to an 
area hospital for non-life threatening in¬ 
juries. There were 11 students aboard the 
bus when it was struck shortly after 7 a.m. 
today, the station reported. The accident oc¬ 
curred in the Pleasure Ridge Park area of 
Jefferson County. 

Indictment: Woman defrauded 
Social Security for 19 years 

KENTON COUNTY (Covington) — A 

Northern Kentucky woman was indicted 
Thursday for defrauding federal assistance 
programs for almost two decades. Lisa Mi¬ 
chelle Hiles, 45, of Foster, was indicted on 
charges of supplemental security income 
benefits fraud, health care fraud and mak¬ 
ing false statements to federal agents. Her 
husband, Guy Hiles, 48, was also indicted 
for making false statements. According to 


the indictment, from February 1993 until 
February of this year, Lisa Hiles concealed 
information and made false statements 
about her living arrangements in order to 
receive financial assistance from the Social 
Security Administration and the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human Services. The 
indictment states Lisa Hiles fraudulently 
collected Social Security benefit checks 
by falsely reporting that she had separated 
from Guy Hiles and that they were no lon¬ 
ger sharing expenses. In January 2012, she 
told a federal agent that she and Guy Hiles 
had not lived together since 2000. 

Bar owner arrested, charged 
with murder 

MARION COUNTY (Lebanon) — The 

owner of Raywick Bar and Grill, Chris Grib- 
bins, 46, of Hodgenville, has been arrested 
and charged with murder and second-degree 
assault following a shooting in Raywick Fri¬ 
day. David Litsey, 22, a graduate of Marion 
County High School, was shot outside of the 
Raywick Bar and Grill. He was transported to 
Spring View Hospital, where he later died as 
a result of his injuries. Gribbins was arrested 
in connection with Litsey’s murder Saturday 
morning at his home in LaRue County. Ac¬ 
cording to the state police, the assault charge 
stemmed from a separate incident outside the 
bar prior to the shooting. Phillip J. Franklin, 
22, of Springfield, was identified as the victim 
in the assault. Another man, Michael Gibson, 
48, of Raywick was also arrested for second- 
degree assault and terroristic threatening in 
connection with the assault against Franklin. 
Gribbins is being held at the Marion County 
Detention Center on $540,000 bond. Gibson 
is also being held at the detention center on a 
$40,000 bond. 

Police: Explosives found at 
Pike residence 

PIKE COUNTY (Pikeville) — A Pike 
County Sheriff’s deputy said Friday that po¬ 
lice found a large amount of explosive ma¬ 
terial, including several explosive devices, 
at a Dorton residence. According to court 
documents, police received a complaint 
that Anthony B. Barron, 48, was setting off 
explosives near residences. Police respond¬ 
ed to the complaint and conducted a search 
of Barron’s residence, where they allegedly 
found explosives and some drug parapher¬ 
nalia. According to an arrest citation writ¬ 
ten by Pike Sheriff’s Deputy Billy Ratliff, 
officers found a “green, leafy substance 
and pipes with marijuana residue” and 
other drug-related items. Police also found 
large amounts of bomb-making material, 
according to Chief Deputy Melvin Sayers. 
Sayers said officers, during a search of Bar¬ 
ron’s residence, found the bomb-making 
material and also found finished explosive 
devices. More bomb-making material and 
finished explosive devices were found at 
the residence of Barron’s girlfriend, Sayers 
said. The girlfriend, whom Sayers declined 
to identify, did not know Barron had stored 
the items at her residence, Sayers said. 

Body found in trunk

— The body of Joey Smith, 31, of Bowl¬ 
ing Green, was found in the trunk of his 
car Saturday morning at Greenwood Villa 
Apartments, 1500 Bryant Way.

If there is a depres¬ 
sion, we will soon know it in 
this county. 

When there is an influx of 
people from cities to this and 
other rural counties, there 
will be a depression. Urban 
dwellers will move in with 
their Casey relatives and 
friends for the duration. 

Men will be perfectly will¬ 
ing to pull tobacco plants and 
cut tobacco in the fall. Most 
will be willing to help put 
up hay, and they will be in¬ 
terested in home gardens. A 
few will have enough saved 
to spend most of the time 
fishing and hunting. 

It will not be all bad. Both 
men, women and children 
will develop a new sense of 
values which will particu¬ 
larly benefit from the expe¬ 
rience, because it will make 
them a bit tougher than the 
generation immediately be¬ 
fore them. 

Another thing they will 
learn is not to be as indepen¬ 
dent as they were in the past. 
They will develop the ability 
to share and be shared with. 

If there is a depression the 
smart boys and girls will take 
advantage of it and acquire 
an education in our colleges 
and universities. This be-

cause there will be a decline 
of students at the institutions 
of higher learning. There 
will be an increased demand 
for students to fill empty 
classrooms. 

Hard times produce men 
and women who overcome 
a poor environment and be¬ 
come leaders.

It has always 
been so. 

How do we know all this?

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New Traffic Safety Prog ram'for violators

Drivers who rarely get 
charged with traffic offenses 
in Casey County will dis¬ 
cover that they now have an 
alternative to paying a fine. 

Casey County Attorney 
Tom Weddle, with the as¬ 
sistance of District Court 
Judge Michael Loy and 
Circuit Court Clerk Craig 
Overstreet, began a Traffic 
Safety Program for traffic 
offenders in October. 

“This is basically a traf¬ 
fic safety diversion program 
for people who don’t make a 
habit of having traffic viola¬ 
tions,” Weddle said. 

When a driver is charged 
with a traffic offense, he can 
apply at Weddle’s office to 
be accepted into the pro¬ 


gram by completing an ap¬ 
plication, attaching a copy 
of the ticket and a current 
driving record, and paying a 
$100 fee. 

Twenty-five dollars of 
the fee goes to the Clerk’s 
Office while the remainder 
funds the program, reliev¬ 
ing the county of having to 
fund it. 

If Weddleaccepts the vio¬ 
lator into the program, he 
will also be required to fill 
out a Pre-trial Traffic Diver¬ 
sion Agreement and Order 
Granting Pre-trial Traffic 
Diversion. 

There are exceptions as to 
what violations are covered 
under the program. 

■ DUI. 

■ Drivers holding a CDL. 

■ Drivers cited for driving 
on a mandatory suspended 


or suspended/revoked driv¬ 
er’s license. 

■ Driver’s without a valid 
driver’s license. 

■ Drivers without a clean 
driving record for the past 
12 months. 

Weddle said that while 
he will consider the cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding a 
speeding ticket or other traf¬ 
fic violations, no one should 
see this program as a “get 
out of a fine” card. 

“If someone is driving 65 
miles per hour in a 40 zone, 
they’d better have a real 
good reason for it, such as 
trying to get someone to the 
hospital,” Weddle said. 

Weddle has sole discretion 
as to who gets into the pro¬ 
gram and Judge Loy must 
also approve the applicant. 

Acceptance into the pro¬ 


gram is final and the person 
may not withdraw from it. 

Also, once accepted into 
the program, participants 
must maintain a clean driv¬ 
ing record for the next six 
months for the original traf¬ 
fic offense not to be reported 
to the Kentucky Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet. 

Weddle said that this ben¬ 
efits the driver because par¬ 
ticipants may not have to 
pay a fine and court costs of 
up to $190 and additionally, 
this may help to avoid points 
on a driver’s license and an 
increase in automobile in¬ 
surance premiums. 

“Times are tough and this 
is one way to help people not 
to have to pay a fine or court 
costs and have their insur¬ 
ance go up,” Weddle said.

bam. That road is unkept, it’s 
unsafe, and I assure you, un¬ 
less that insurance pays for my 
mowing machine, which is to¬ 
taled out, we’re going to court. 
And I’m going to take some 
of you with me,” Pennington 
said. 

Pennington said that the tiles 
along Long Branch have been 
in bad repair for years, with 
the exception of two that were 
repaired after his accident. 

Pennington presented mag¬ 
istrates with pictures that 
showed white gravel used on 
roads to cover around the tops 
and sides of the tiles, with 
some sticking out three to four 
feet on either side, he said. 

“I felt the county was re¬ 
sponsible — the road was not 
kept up, the tile was not kept 
up. As a matter of fact, that tile 
should have had a concrete 
bridge going across it by state 
law and a culvert on it,” he 
said. 

Pennington said he blames 
the people charged with over¬ 
sight of that road. 

As to who will pay for the 
damage, Pennington said that 
he had insurance but still felt 
the county should file it with 
their insurance carrier, through 
the Kentucky Association of 
Counties, or KACO. 

“My equipment’s insured 
and if I said the word, my in¬ 
surance agent would pay it off. 
I said ‘no.’ Why should my 
insurance rates go up. Why 
should I have to pay money 
over the years for the negli¬ 
gence of my county officials?” 
he said. 

Wright responds 

Wright said that the county 
has 560 miles of roads, and 
about 250 miles are still grav¬ 
el. 

“We have a hard time keep¬ 
ing up with all our road repairs 
and as far as I know, we have 
one person that lives at the end 
of that road and the only time I 
ever got a call on that road is at 
the very end of that road at the 
gate where it washes out in a 
big rain. Nobody’s ever men¬ 
tioned to me about the tiles be¬ 
ing too short or washed out, as 
far as I know,” he said. 

After Pennington’s accident, 
Wright sent Sheriff Jerry Coff¬ 
man to Long Branch Road the 
next morning to look at the 
scene and take pictures. 

“I have been up there and 
looked at that road and I sent 
the sheriff up there to take 
some pictures. In my opinion, 
the road was maintained in a 
safe way,” Wright said. 

At question is who is legally 
responsible when a county 
road isn’t maintained as safe. 

County Attorney Tommy 
Weddle said he had looked at 
the law, citing a 1966 Ken¬ 
tucky case which outlined 
the responsibilities of a fiscal 
court. 

“That court said at that time 
that there was an implied duty 
on fiscal court to repair and 
maintain county roads for the 


safety of the traveling pub¬ 
lic,” he said. “And this means, 
you’ve got to have a duty, 
you’ve got to have a breach 
of that duty, you have to have 
proximate cause, in other 
words, a failure to do some¬ 
thing that you were required to 
do, actually caused what hap¬ 
pened and you have to have 
damages,” Weddle said. 

Weddle said that he didn’t 
know that fiscal court as a 
legal entity could be held re¬ 
sponsible, but damages would 
fall to the four magistrates to 
pay individually, out of their 
own pockets. 

“We may do something but 
the only time we’re required 
to do something is if there’s a 
dangerous condition and you 
are made aware of it or you 
should have known about it 
and it causes damage, then I 
think the fiscal court, through 
its individual members, may 
be liable,” he said. 

Weddle said that once Pen¬ 
nington informed the court 
that it was a dangerous condi¬ 
tion, magistrates and the road 
department fulfilled their duty 
to go out there and repair it. 

“I’m glad at least that af¬ 
ter he contacted you, you did 
what you needed to do,” Wed¬ 
dle said. 

Who knew? 

Weddle said that he under¬ 
stood Wright to say he’d not 
been told about the condition 
of that road or tile. 

And District 3 Magistrate 
David Phelps said he went up 
and looked at the tile after the 
accident. 

“This makes my second 
term — the only time I’ve 
ever been called on it on that 
road is when what the judge 
was talking about awhile ago, 
where the creek is, and not the 
tile,” Phelps said, referring to a 
creek that runs across the road 
at the end of Long Branch. 

However, the residents at 
the end of the road, Dennis 
and Verla Stucker, said that 
they had spoken with Phelps 
about the tile on two previous 
occasions. 

“We had problems in 2010 
after we got all that rain and 
the road where the tile was al¬ 
most washed out,” Verla said. 
“My husband had to get out 
and measure it to make sure 
we get could get across it.” 

Verla said that she contacted 
Phelps about the road tile and 
then again in 2011 about the 
same tile. 

When contacted on Mon¬ 
day night, Phelps said that she 
might have contacted him. 

“She could have back then 
and if she did, we went up there 
and fixed it,” Phelps said. 

Weddle asked Long Branch 
resident Danny Ross, who at¬ 
tended the meeting, if he’d 
ever called the fiscal court 
about that road and he said no. 

“I don’t ride on it much. If 
I need to go back to my prop¬ 
erty, I go back through my 
road,” Ross said. 

But Ross said he knew about 
the place where Pennington

thing to do. 

“I went there to drink coffee 
pretty much everyday,” he said, 
adding that no one from man¬ 
agement had approached him 
alleging any criminal behavior 
before the incident he states 
happened with Harrison. 

The complaint seeks un¬ 
named exemplaiy and punitive 
damages and attorney’s fees 
from the defendants. 

Still, DeHart said the com¬ 
plaint is about Harrison admit¬ 
ting to the remarks she alleg¬ 
edly made against Davis. 

“We want an acknowledg¬ 
ment from her that these al¬ 
legations she has made are ab¬ 
solutely baseless. She had no 
reason to believe these allega¬ 
tions are frue,” DeHart said. 

Hearing set 

McDonald’s Corp. has filed 
a motion for summaiy judg¬ 


ment that is scheduled to be 
heard in Casey Circuit Court on 
Nov. 26. 

The motion seeks to have 
the complaint against the cor¬ 
poration dismissed, distancing 
the corporation from the local 
restaurant, citing it doesn’t own 
or operate the business, con¬ 
trol the day-to-day activities, 
hiring firing or disciplining of 
employees, nor does it sell any 
products at the Liberty McDon¬ 
ald’s. 

Both Prater and Harrison, 
through Louisville attorneys 
Edward Stopher and Chastity 
Beyl, filed an answer on Oct. 
16 to Davis’ complaint. 

Prater and Harrison deny the 
allegations made against them 
and also seek to be dismissed 
from the complaint. 

A call to Prater was not re¬ 
turned. Harrison declined to 
comment on the advice of her 
attorney. 


had the accident. 

“Where he run the hay bine 
off, they put a lot of white 
gravel in there, road gravel, 
and it does wash out cause that 
water coming off that knob is 
like a river sometimes and it 
washes out there,” he said. 

Options 

Weddle advised the court of 
three possible options to settle 
the issue — deny the claim, 
approve the claim or contact 
KACO and have them send an 
adjuster and wait for his deci¬ 
sion. 

Wright said that he talked 
to Tim Sturgill, a KACO at¬ 
torney, and he didn’t seem to 
think the county was liable 
for it. 

“I have a responsibility to 
the tax payers in the county 
and I have to make decisions 
on what I think is the right 
thing to do. I wish it was a sit¬ 
uation where I could say ‘Mr. 
Pennington, we’ll write you a 
check for that,’ but I can’t in 
good conscience do that. I just 
don’t feel like we’re responsi¬ 
ble and I feel like the road was 


maintained for the amount of 
families that live on it at that 
point,” Wright said. 

Pennington then asked if 
that decision shouldn’t rest 
with an insurance adjuster. 

“I talked with my insurance 
adjuster and he feels totally 
different from what you do,” 
Pennington said. 

Pennington offered a settle¬ 
ment to the court, which mag¬ 
istrates rejected. 

“I will be willing to meet 
you guys half way at this 
point. If you’ll pay the differ¬ 
ence from what my insurance 
will pay on that hay bine, I’ll 
forget it and be happy about 
it,” he said, adding that this 
would be $7,000. 

Magistrates then voted to 
have KACO’s insurance ad¬ 
juster look at the situation and 
render a decision about who 
may be at fault. 

Pennington said that wasn’t 
unacceptable. 

“If he comes to investigate 
it, it’s for the full amount of the 
mower,” he said. 

Wright said the adjuster has 
been contacted.

(counties that use a food 
professional start later) with 
youth receiving “green” 
hams from Finchville Farms. 
These green hams were on 
the hoof 36 hours prior; no 
processing or curing has 
been applied. Each partici¬ 
pant gets two hams, which 
they take back to their coun¬ 
ty for a curing party. During 
this “party,” youth calculate 
the cure (a combination of 
salt, brown sugar, black 
pepper and red pepper) and 
rub the ham well. They pay 
particular attention to the 
hock, a joint that can spoil if 
not properly prepared. They 
wrap the hams in paper and 
place them in a “ham sock” 
(a form of netting) and hang 
in the ham house to cure. 

Salt and sugar penetrate the 
hams at a rate of about one 
inch per week. As salt goes 
in, moisture is forced out, re¬ 
ducing the weight of the ham 
from about 24 pounds at the 
start to 15 pounds at the 
time of the State Fair. The 
ham dry-cures from January 
until April or May. At that 
time, it undergoes a “ham 
shuck,” in which the paper

and ham sock are removed. 
A new sock (no paper) is put 
on the ham. It is hung again 
and goes through the “sum¬ 
mer sweat,” a period that 
develops the distinctive tra¬ 
ditional country ham flavor 
and aroma. 

Then, the contestant picks 
the better of the two hams 


and gets it ready for competi¬ 
tion. They remove any mold, 
carefully and thoroughly 
wipe the rub from crevices, 
and apply an optional oil to 
enhance the sheen and color. 

Youth prepare country 
hams for competition at the 
state fair in smoked and non- 
smoked categories, with non- 
smoked receiving a much 
higher percentage of the 623 
participants. Youth are di¬ 
vided by age divisions and 
answer targeted questions 
they receive in advance in a 
three to five minute speech, 


which counts for 60 percent 
of the score. A group of meat 
professionals judge the ham 
for the remaining 40 percent. 
After the competition, youth 
can take their hams home, 
with some eating the ham for 
a special holiday dinner.

Every area high school 
runner hopes to close out 
the season with the chance 
to run in the Kentucky High 
School Athletic Association 
(KHSAA) State Cross Coun¬ 
try meet but beyond that, the 
biggest goal is to end your 
season with your best per¬ 
formance yet. 

Sophomore Blake Durham 
could not have asked for 
much more Saturday when 
he traveled to Lexington to 
compete in the state meet. 
The weather was perfect, the 
field was competitive and 
the course was fast; all of the 
right ingredients for Durham 
to set a new personal record 
(PR) on the biggest stage in 
the Bluegrass. 

“It was a new PR so we’ll 
take it,” said Coach Amanda 
Hatter. “It was a really, re¬ 
ally nice day. The weather 
was really great. He seemed 
really happy when he was 
done. We were all really 
happy with what he got.” 

The KHSAA meet at the 
Kentucky Horse Park hosted 
both boys’ and girls’ races 
for all three divisions: A, 
A A and AAA. Durham com¬ 
peted in the boy’s AA race as 
the only Casey County rep¬ 
resentative. 

Durham finished 64th out 


of the 240 runners and ran a 
time of 18:33.47, four sec¬ 
onds better than his previous 
best. 

“I was hoping to beat it 
more than that. I was hoping 
to get into the 17s but mostly 
just to get my PR,” Durham 
said about his season and ca¬ 
reer PR. 

Durham ran 18:37 at 
Bluegrass State Games 5K 
in August at Masterson Sta¬ 
tion. His best time in the ac¬ 
tual season was the Central 
Kentucky Conference meet 
at Danville’s course in late 
September. Then he began to 
see his times creep back over 
the 19-minute mark. His re¬ 
gional time was 19:20.60. 

“It seemed like it was go¬ 
ing to be a really fast race 
and it ended up it was,” Dur¬ 
ham said. 

“They went up (last) Tues¬ 
day and were able to actually 
run the course and I think he 
was really glad he was able 
to do that,” Hatter said. 

Durham competed at the 
state meet at the Horse Park 
in 2009 as a seventh grader 
when the Casey boys’ team 
qualified for the meet. This 
was Durham’s first return 
trip. 

“Last time when I ran 
(at state) I was 200-some 
place,” Durham said. “I was 
hoping for about 70th place

Proper deer carcass disposal can be a challenege 


Kentucky Afield Outdoors: 

Thousands of Kentucky 
hunters hit the woods Sat¬ 
urday for the opening day of 
modern gun deer season. 

After storing your hunting 
clothes in a bag with leaves 
and fresh earth to remove 
your smell, getting up in the 
pre-dawn to be in the woods 
before first light and select¬ 
ing a good setup spot, you 
take a nice, fat doe. 

You’ve accomplished the 
mission and field dressed the 


deer. Now, though, you have 
a large gut pile to dispose. If 
you process the deer your¬ 
self, you’ll have legs, hide, 
bones and other leftovers to 
discard. 

Where do you put these re¬ 
mains? This question is one 
of the overlooked challenges 
of successful deer hunting. 

“Ideally, you would leave 
the guts in the field or bury 
them onsite with landown¬ 
er permission,” said Tina 
Brunjes, big game coordina¬ 
tor for the Kentucky Depart-

ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “The guts will 
be gone in a day or two. All 
of your scavengers, crows, 
vultures, raccoons and even 
red-tailed hawks will con¬ 
sume them. Ask the land- 
owner if you can dispose of 
the leg bones, fur, hide and 
other leftovers from pro¬ 
cessing. Don’t leave them 
where people can see or 
smell them.” 

Leaving deer carcasses 
near a boat ramp, along the 
side of the road or dumping 
them off a bridge and into a 
stream is not only ethically 
wrong, it is illegal. 

Dumping deer carcasses 
in this manner also reflects 
poorly on hunters. 

If you live in a suburban 
area and need to dispose of 
your deer carcass, you do 
have options. 

“Contact your local mu¬ 
nicipality and see if you 
can bag it and dispose of 
it through the garbage,” 
Brunjes said. “Many allow 
you to do this. Check with 
your local landfill and see if 
you can dispose of it there.” 


You can also pay a deer 
processor to do this for you, 
but you will still need to dis¬ 
pose of the guts. 

“Hunters must remem¬ 
ber they must telecheck 
their deer before process¬ 
ing,” said Maj. Shane Car¬ 
rier, assistant director of law 
enforcement for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “People 
think filling out their harvest 
log is enough, but they must 
telecheck their deer before 
removing the head or hide or 
dropping it off at the proces¬ 
sor.” 

Modern gun deer season 
opened Nov. 10 and closes 
Nov. 19 in Zones 3 and 4 
and closes Nov. 25 in Zones 
1 and 2.

Nicki Johnson, Church Rela¬ 



tions team member. 

The shoeboxes are filled with 
necessities and toys. 

“We put in a toothbmsh, 
toothpaste, soap and a wash¬ 
cloth, paper, crayons,” Johnson 
said. “A lot of the countries they 
deliver to, if the children can’t 
provide their own school sup¬ 
plies, they don’t get to go. In 
Uganda, if a child doesn’t take 
their own bowl to school, they 
don’t get to eat, so we pack 
things like that.” 

As for toys, she suggests 
bouncy balls, Slinkys, toy cars, 
baby dolls and jewelry. 

There are a few items they 
suggest people avoid — no 
liquids, such as soap, perfume 
or nail polish — nothing that 
if the carton were to get hot or 
dropped that it would min other 
items in the box. 

“Don’t put any food. We try 
to put hard candy, things like 
suckers they can have, but no 
vitamins or food,” Johnson 
said. 

Also, be mindful that a lot 
of the shoboxes will be going 
to war-tom countries, so avoid 
war-related items, she said. 

“Don’t put helicopters, toy 
soldiers, guns. Those aren’t 
happy things for a lot of the 
children,” she said. 

Shoeboxes collected in Casey

City council approves zoning 
change to bring in major retailer

Liberty is a few steps closer 
to possibly having a major re¬ 
tail store come to town. 

The Liberty City Council ap¬ 
proved changing the residential 
property located at 428 Wol¬ 
ford Street, behind Hill’s Valu- 
Rite Pharmacy, to commercial 
at two special-called meetings 
on Thursday and Monday. 

The zone change was re¬ 
quested by the property owner, 
Steve Hill, who is owner of 
and pharmacist at the adjacent 
Hill’s Pharmacy. 

Hill said that he filed an ap¬ 
plication with the zoning board 
for the change because he was 
approached by CVS/pharma- 
cy. 

“CVS is considering build¬ 
ing a new store in Liberty,” Hill 
said. “It would be on the prop¬ 
erty between our store and the 
BP, and the residential property 
next door to our store.” 

The city’s Planning and 
Zoning Committee held a pub¬ 
lic hearing to discuss the lot 
change on Oct. 25. 

“All adjoining property 
owners are in favor,” said Ran¬ 
dy Dial, zoning enforcement 
officer. “We had no opposition 
to it whatsoever.” 

During the special-called 
meetings the city also ap¬ 
proved an ordinance reducing 
the distance of set backs for 
commercial lots. 

“The amending zoning ordi¬ 
nance will make set backs on 
commercial property to eight 
feet all the way around,” said 
Mayor Steve Sweeney. 

Previously, it was required 
to have 25 feet in the front and 
20 feet on each side and to the 
rear of construction for com¬ 
mercial lots. 

Both ordinances were to 
lead the way for the Planning 
and Zoning Committee to ap¬ 
prove the zoning permit for 
Five Star Development, LLC 
of Birmingham, Ala. 

“Five Star is a preferred de¬ 
veloper for CVS,” Hill said. 
“They’re in charge of building 
the building.” 

Following the city coun¬ 
cil’s special-called meeting 
on Monday, the Planning and 


Zoning Committee approved 
the zoning permit with the 
variance and recommendation 
that the Board of Adjustments 
approve an adjustment for the 
length of 12-16 of the parking 
spaces. 

“If we approve it, there’s a 
variance request for the park¬ 
ing stall size,” Dial said. “The 
way our ordinances read now, 
the parking stall size is 9 feet 
by 20 feet; they want to adjust 
that to 18 feet instead of 20 feet. 
So they request a two-foot vari¬ 
ance on the size of the parking 
stalls.” 

The Liberty Board of Ad¬ 
justments met immediately 
after Planning and Zoning on 
Monday. 

Hill explained to board mem¬ 


bers Rosie Buis, Geraldine 
Wilson and Dale Hoskins that 
only the tier that would face 
Trammel Street would need the 
two-foot variance. 

“They did tell us they’ve 
done these 18-foot parking 
spaces many times before and 
it works,” Hill said. 

The Board of Adjustments 
passed the parking stall vari¬ 
ance. 

In other news: 

■ The City Council had the 
second reading of an ordinance 
to allow Dial the authority to is¬ 
sue permits if new construction 
is well within the guidelines. 
The first reading of the ordi¬ 
nance was on June 24,2010.
